If any question remained in anyone's mind as 
to the need for the strictest possible economy In 
government, the grim march of recent events must 
have answered it. 

This country is now committed to a policy of 
active resistance to communist aggression.

It is 
a policy whose cost no one can as yet estimate. At 
best, it seems inevitable that our expenditures for 
military and related purposes will rise materially. 

In the light of this, how can further waste and 
unnecessary domestic spending be countenanced? In 
a world struggle for survival, there is no room for the 
welfare state, for government pampering of the in- 
dividual — or for the spending of our tax money for 
any purpose which can be accomplished by private 
enterprise. 

Government has its hands full, and more, with 
desperately difficult tasks which only government can 
handle. At this time, of all times, it must keep to its 
proper constitutional duties.

What The Retailer Keeps 

Two highly interesting reports on the profits 
earned by various kinds of retailers have recently 
appeared. They will come as a considerable surprise 
to people who think that retailers keep much of the 
money spent with them — and are, consequently, large- 
ly responsible for high prices. 

First is a report issued by the Harvard Bureau 
of Business Research on operating results of depart- 
ment and specialty stores last year. Department store 
earnings after taxes were only slightly more than 3 



cents, on the consumer's dollar, the lowest figure since 
1938. Specialty store earnings were but slightly, more 
than two cents. Stores generally reported higher ex- 
penses during the year for payrolls, real estate, and 
advertising. 

The second report has been issued In illustrated 
leaflet form by a major food chain*. Of each con- 
sumer dollar this concern took in last year, 81 2/10 
cents went right out to buy stock, most of it to 
farmers. Then came wages, taxes, rent and utility 
costs, supplies and maintenance, and advertising. 
After all these bills were paid, that original consumer 
dollar had shrunk to 1 7/10 cents. That was the pro- 
fit—but not all of it went to the owners. Actually, 
the stockholders got 8/10 of one cent and the remain- 
ing 9/10 of a cent was plowed back into the business, 
where it bought new equipment and paid for needed 
store and warehouse improvements, expenditures that 
any concern must make i£ it is to keep up with the 
march of progress in a competitive economy, 

That is how some representative merchants 
fared in a year of heavy business volume. The point is 
that if such retailers made no profit at all, the con- 
sumer would not notice the difference.
